Council OKs appraisals 
for apartment tax dispute

Grayling City officials are 
gearing wp for a tax fight with 
the owners of subsidized housing 
for seniors and low income 
renters, 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its regular meeting last. week, 
agreed to pay $6,000 to have 
commercial appraisals done on 
the Whispering Pines and 
Grayling Pines apartment com- 
plexes located behind K-Mart. 

The owners of the apartments, 
P J Grayling Family Apartments 
and P J Grayling Senior 
Apartments, limited liability cor- 
porations based tn Okemas, 
have appealed their property tax 
assessments from 2002 to 2006 
with the state tax commission. 

The Whispering Pines Senior 
Apartments is a 24-unit apart- 
ment complex. The Grayling 
Pines Apartments is a complex 
which mcludes two units of 24 
apartments cach, made available 
to people with low incomes, 
Both complexes were built: in 
1998 and developers received 
federal tax credits from the 
Michigan — State Housing 
Development Authority. 

Christie Verlac, the city tax 
assessor, has the Grayling Pines 
Apartments appraised at 
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$500,060. The Whispering Pines 
apartments are valued at 


$400,000. 


Appraiser Kenneth Arndt will 
assess the property for the city. 

“We need to have the 
appraisals done so we can back 
our assessments with the state 
tax commission,” said Michele 
Moshier, Grayling city clerk and 
interim city manager. 

Verlac has been working with 
an attorney representing the 
apartment owners and gathering 
research on past tax breaks given 
for the housing development. 

“Hopefully, we will come out 
on the better end of this, because 
this effects the schools, it effects 
the county, it effects everybody,” 
she said.. 

Peter Potterpin, owner of P J 
Grayling Family Housing and P 
J Senior Housing, said develop- 
ers believe the tax assessments 
should be based on the local 
market for senior and low- 
income housing and not assessed 
like a traditional commercial 
property since their is little 
return on the investment. 

“Any brakes we get go direct- 
ly back to the residents because 
we don’t have to raise rents to 
pay properly taxes,” Potterpin 
Continued on Page 11A

For the fifth consecutive year, 
safety belt use has increased in 
Michigan, with the latest direct 
observation survey showing that 
94 percent of motorists and their 
front seat passengers buckle up, 
according to the Wayne State

This is the highest rate ever 
recorded in the state, and puts

ing the statewide Buckle Up or 
Pay Up/Click It or Ticket safety 
belt enforcement mobilization. 
This year’s campaign introduced 
new TV ads, including a spot 
aimed at high school teens, as 
well as an additional week of 
enforcement in more rural areas 
of the state. 

“The continual increase in 
safety belt use is heartening 
news,” said Col, Peter C. 
Munoz, director of the Michigan 
State Police. “This mobiliza- 
tion is a brief but massive effort 
to remind motorists of the 
importance of buckling up. | 
have no doubt thts increase will 
save lives and spare others the 
pain of a serious injury.” 

The official figure was 
derived from trained observers 
who measure safety belt use 
from locations throughout the 
state. More specific and 
detailed survey information will 
be available in six to eight 
wecks, 

Safety belt use rates vary 
across the country. Last year, 
Hawaii had the highest rate at 
95.3 percent and Mississippi the 
lowest with 60.8 percent. As of 
2005, Michigan was the only 
state cast of the Rockies with a 
belt use rate of 90 percent or 
greater.

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MICHIGAN MOTORISTS are sure to 
have noticed that the price of gasoline at 
the pump is at an all time high, 

{Is it pure coincidence that profits at 
the big oil companies also are at record 
or near-record levels? 

With gas prices more than $3 a gallon 
and it costs $50 or so to fill a normal- 
sized gas tank with regular gas, it’s get- 
ting downright dear to drive anywhere 
these days. 

Meanwhile, Exxon profits are up 36 
percent higher than a year ago for the 
same period and hit $10.36 billion for 
the first quarter of the year, That’s billion 
spelled with a “B” and that’s for a 39 
week period. 

- Conoco Phillips was up 65 percent 
and $5.2 billion over last year’s first 
quarter, Royal Dutch Shell up 40 percent 
at $7.3 billion, and BP was a piker at 
only a 30 percent boost for $7.3 billion. 

The reason for huge profits, we are 
told, is simple: Supply and demand. 

Supply of oil is low, demand of con- 
sumers is high, so costs to those who use

oil products go up ..... and profits of 
those who provide the product escalate, 
too. 

Who provides the money? The con- 
sumer, of course .... all of us who buy 
gas at the pump. It doesn’t matter who 
supplies the gas either. Prices fluctuate 
only within a penny or so at every gas 
station in town, with changes every- 
where practically at the same moment.

1 GUESS I don’t understand high 

finance or the oil business. Why can’t 


the big supplying companies ease up on — 


their profits a bit and provide relief at the 
pump? The reason, of course, is greed, 
couched tn more reftned terms: Research 
and development. 

But I do understand politics a bit. So I 
continue to wonder why can’t our goy- 
ernment somehow step into this picture 
and coerce the supplying companies to 
balance the scales a bit with some relief 
for the consumer? 

That’s something most of us who 
drive and pay can not understand . 
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except for our national dedication to the 
free enterprise system. 

Oil prices rose last week, according to 
one published report, because “a crisis 
summit in Rome ended without an 
agreement for an immediate cease-fire to 
end the conflict between Israel and 
Hezbellah.” 

Does that mean gas prices will go 
down if and when a cease-fire is 
achieved? Don’t bet on it, 

Instead, be prepared for another hike 
for another reason. BP revealed the other 
day that it found a rusted section of 
pipeline in Alaska, which must be closed 
for a while to repair the problem; the 
interruption will limit supply even fur- 
ther, so prices may have to rise at the 
pump again, 

Is all this inevitable? Seems so. The 
only escape would be to increase supply 
or reduce demand, or both. Under free 
enterprise, the law of supply and demand 
cannot be repealed.

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Ethanol Should Fuel Michigan’s Future 


Over the past few months, | 
have been meeting with 
researchers at Michigan univer- 
sities who are working on the 
next generation of ethanol fuels. 
and visiting Michigan gas sta- 
tions that sell a fuel made with 
85 percent ethanol called E85. 
These visits have left me more 
convinced than ever that invest- 


ing in ethanol is critical for our . 


national security, our environ- 
ment, and for Michigan’s econo- 
my. 

Ethanol is an alternative to 
gasoline that is made from agri- 
cultural products, Until recent- 
ly, most ethanol has been made 
from corn, but scientists have 
found even greater energy 
potential in cellulose, which is 
present in corn stalks, waste 
from paper production, switch- 
grass, wood waste and other 
agricultural byproducts. 
According to many experts, we 
have enough such biofuel in our 
fields and forests right now to 
replace a significant amount of 
the oi! we currently import. 

Using ethanol in a car is very 
similar to gasoline, and moving 
to ethanol as our primary fuel 
source would be relatively easy. 
Every car sold in America is 
already able to run on a blend of 
90 percent gasoline and 10 per- 
cent ethanol, and much of the 
gasoline is so blended. And 
there are six million vehicles on 
the road today that are “flex- 
fuel” cars, capable of running on 
either gasoline or E85. We can 
easily manufacture a large num- 


ber of flex-fuel cars within a few 
years at a relatively low cost, 
perhaps $100 a car. Ethanol is 
not a pie-in-the-sky al it is 
very realistic. : 

Making ethanol from gall 
lose, however, will require a few 
technological breakthroughs. 
Researchers across America and 
in Michigan — at Michigan State 


University, Michigan 
Technological University, 
Wayne State University, 


NextEnergy, and other institu- 
tions — are hard at work on the 
challenge. One estimate is that 
we need to invest about $1 bil- 
lion in basic research on ethanol 
over the next 4-5 years to solve 
these problems and make cellu- 
lose-based ethanol a viable com- 
petitor to gasoline. To put that 
amount in perspective, we spend 
more than that in a week in Iraq. 

We not only need break- 
throughs in ethanol production, 
but we also need to ensure that 
ethanol is available to drivers on 
the road. Less than five percent 
of flex-fuel vehicles on the road 
today actually use ethanol 
because it ist available at 99 
peicent of gas stations. Some 
oi] companies may not cooper- 
ate because they view ethancl as 
a competitor to their highly 
profitable gasoline. I have vis- 
ited several of the dozen or so 
stations that sell E85 in 
Michigan. These stations are 
leading the way, and we need to

Moving toward an ethanol 
economy would have other ben- 
efits as well. Switching from 
oil to ethanol will reduce our 
impact on the environment and 
will slow changes to our climate 
that will otherwise threaten our 
future. With new technology 
to produce ethanol from cellu- 
lose, we could reduce carbon 
dioxide emissions by 70 per- 
cent, 

Michigan should be at the 
forefront of this effort. We 
have long been the automotive 
leader of America and the 
world, and we need to be at the 
vanguard of this new technolo- 
gy. U.S. automakers are ahead 
of their competitors in both the 
research and the production of 
vehicles that can run on 85 per- 
cent ethanol. This technology 
will be in great demand world- 
wide as other countries work to 
kick their oil habits. 

If Michigan takes advantage 
of this golden opportunity, 
ethanol could be a key part of 
enhancing our security and revi- 
talizing our manufacturing 
industry as well as reducing the 
amount of climate changing car- 
bon dioxide that enters the 
atmosphere,
